DON T WHITEWASH TREES 


Prof IL A. Surface, State Zoologist. 
of Pennsylvania, of 
Harrisburg, 
re­ 
ceive* many inquiries on the subject 
of whitewashing trees, and take* this 
occasion to i--oie a general reply, which 
is aa follows: 


A* far a* the destruction of pests 
is concerned there 
is a slight 
benefit 
from 
whitewashing 
the 
trunks 
of 
tree*. 
However, 
this 
does 
not kill the pest* that are not touched 
by the whitewash, and thus those on 
the branches 
above the whitewashed 
are uninjured. 
Also, 
it 
does not 
kill the Uirer* that 
are 
withis the 
trees, 
although if applied regularly as 
a good thick coat about the middle of 
June, July, aud August, each year, it 
w ill keep borer* out.
